Those elected-or re- 
elected-to local office last 
fall were sworn in during 
a special ceremony on 
Friday January 2, at the 
courthouse. 

All swore and declared 
that they have not fought 
in a duel with a deadly 
weapon, in state or out, nor 
have they been seconds in 
challenging to a duel. 

More importantly, they 
swore to “faithfully and 
impartially perform all 
duties.” 

New terms began on 
Monday, January 5 for most 
offices. 

Justin Rogers was sworn 
in as the county’s first 
official surveyor, a position 
that has not been filled for 
many decades. 

Floyd Edmonson swore 
to continue to uphold his 
duties as Estill County 
Constable of District 3. 


Ricky Williams was sworn 
in as Constable of District 
1 and Gerry Flannery was 
sworn in as Magistrate of 
District 2. 

Gerald Rader took 
the oath to continue as 
Magistrate of District 1. 

Tony Murphy swore to 
uphold his duties as the 
coroner. 

Bo Morris once again 
took the oath of office for 
jailer, as did Sherry Fox, for 
her sixth term as County 
Clerk. 

County Judge-executive 
Wallace Taylor is beginning 
his fourth term. He 
addressed Circuit Judge 
Tom Jones, thanking 
him for his service to the 
community as Jones sat on 
the bench for the last time 
in Estill County. 

Jones said he has enjoyed 
his time here. He added 
that his eight year term has 
been some of the best years 
of his life. 


Nelle Williams also chose 
to be part of the ceremony 
as an Irvine City Council 
member although the 


Irvine mayor and council 
was required to be sworn in 
before the old year ended. 
Judge Jones called the 


administration of the oath 
to Williams his “last official 
oath. Period.”

She qualified 
by winning Miss Fayette 
County earlier in the 
summer.

In August, 19-year old 
Brandon Morris pulled a 
three-year old boy to safety 
from River Town Apartment 
complex in West Irvine 
after the apartment caught 
on fire.

Former Ravenna resident 
Jerry Rose released a history 
of Ravenna, the Railroad 
town. 

On August 5, the first 
day of school, the Irvine 
Police Department arrested 
several in South Irvine 
and charged them with 
trafficking within 1000 feet 
of a school and other drug- 
related charges. 

Carhartt issued a press 
release stating the brand 
had been in business for 
125 years. 


The third annual Revive 
River Drive brought out 
a huge crowd on a sultry 
summer night in September. 
The night before, the 
community came together 
to raise $12,000 with a 
benefit car show for burn 
victim Mike Horn. 

The River City Players 
launched a drive to raise 
$75,000 to purchase the 
Mack Theater on Main 
Street. The organization 
said they hope to eventually 
renovate the Mack and use 
it for community theater 
and musical performances. 

In mid-September IMU 
and ECWD finalized a 
sewer deal that will provide 
services to residents of Dark 
Hollow and Wisemantown. 

Members of the Irvine city 
fire department questioned 
why they have not received 
pay raises in many years. 
Fire-fighter Tim Riddell 
said he has only received 
one pay raise-from $7.25 to 


$7.50—in the 14 years he’s 
worked for the department. 

In late September, the 
Irvine Police Department, 
the sheriff’s department 
and other law enforcement 
agencies banded together to 
round up about 30 people 
and charge them with drug 
trafficking. 

In October, a political 
candidate forum at the Estill 
County high school gave 
citizens an opportunity to 
hear from local candidates 
what they planned to do if 
elected to office. 

During an Irvine City 
Council meeting, land 
owners from Kirkland 
Avenue and Chestnut Street 
attended the meeting to 
question why they are now 
being charged taxes at the 
city rate when they have 
been charged at the county 
rate for many years. The 
council agreed to research 
the city boundaries.

Gerald Rader, Magistrate 
of District 1, presided over 
the meeting. Estill County- 
Judge Executive Wallace 
Taylor was again absent 
due to illness. 

Teresa Sparks was 
reappointed as Deputy 


Judge-executive, Christine 
Brandenburg as Finance 
Officer, and Kim Dawes as 
Solid Waste Coordinator. 

Fred Rogers was re¬ 
appointed as Emergency 
Management Director 
and Ronnie Riddell was 
appointed as Emergency 
Management Deputy 
Director. Darrin Muncie 
was appointed as Search 
and Rescue Coordinator 
and Kim Dawes was 
appointed as FEMA 
Applicant Agent. 

The fiscal court approved 
the re-hiring of Department 
County employees. Twelve 
were re-hired by the road 
department, twelve by 
the detention center, three 


in recycling, five by the 
senior citizen center, ten 
by the EMS, six by the 
fire department, one by the 
sheriff’s department, two 
by the animal shelter, three 
custodians, six by CSEPP, 
and two by the coroner’s 
office. 

A standing order for 
reoccurring expenses was 
approved, as well as the 
current budget figures.

Fruit tree rootstock, 
berry plants, and 
more 

The Estill Extension 
Service will be taking 
orders for apple and pear 
rootstocks this month. If 
you want to propagate 
a favorite apple or pear, 
grafting is one of the easiest 
ways to preserve that 
cultivar. To graft, you will 
need scion wood (terminal 
branch segments from last 
years growth collected at 
the end of February) and 
a rootstock. If you do not 
know how to graft, come by 
the office for information or 
assistance. 

We typically order 
Malling7 (55% of standard 
size) and/or MM. Ill 
(80% of standard) semi¬ 
dwarf apple rootstock and 
a pear rootstock. Please 
place your order on or 
before January 23rd by 
calling 606-723-4557. The 
rootstocks usually arrive 
by the first week of March. 
Orders must be prepaid by 
February 20th. 

In addition, we will 
take orders for strawberry, 
blackberry, blueberry, 
raspberry, asparagus, 

and Candy onion plants. 
Call our office for details. 
Plant delivery will be in 
early April. If you are 
interested, call the Estill 
County Extension office at 
723-4557. Orders must be 
prepaid by March 13th. 


Farm bill deadlines 
and informational 
meeting 

The Secretary of 
Agriculture has announced 
the timeline that 
landowners and farmers 
have to make their decisions 
as part of implementing 
the 2014 Farm Bill. 
Landowners are responsible 
for making the decisions 
regarding reallocating base 
acres and updating yields. 
Producers decide to elect 
either the ARC-County, 
ARC-Individual, or PLC 
program. 

September 29, 2014 

February 27, 2015: 

Landowners have a 
one-time, irrevocable 
opportunity to reallocate 
base and update payment 
yields. 

November 17, 2014 - 
March 31, 2015: Producers 
have a one-time, irrevocable 
decision to elect either (1) 
ARC-County or PLC on 
a covered commodity by 
covered-commodity basis 
OR elect 

(2) ARC-Individual for all 
of the covered commodities 
on the farm. 

Mid-April 2015 
Summer 2015: Producers 
sign contracts to participate 
in ARC/PLC for 2014 and 
2015 crop years.

Landowners and farm 
operators from Estill, 
Madison, and surrounding 
counties that may be 
impacted by the 2014 Farm 
Bill are invited to attend an 
informational meeting at the 
Madison County Extension 
Service, 230 Duncannon 
Lane, Richmond, KY.

Record keeping 

may not be every farmer’s 
favorite activity, and 
probably not the reason you 
got into farming as a career. 
With time, patience and a 
commitment to get it done, 
it can make your financial 
life a lot less worrisome. 

According to UK 
Agriculture Economist 
Steve Isaacs, record keeping 
doesn’t have to be stressful. 
It’s a way to discover things 
about your farm that will 
help you make better 
long-term decisions. You 
can use a ledger book or a 
computer—whatever helps 
you maintain consistency. 
Software programs can 
make your data more 


meaningful. 

Software has become 
more user-friendly over 
time, and while it may not 
make the record keeping 
process fun, it could help 
you see the overall picture 
of your operation. Some 
programs track purchases 
of inputs and how you use 
the input on a particular 
enterprise or field. You’ll be 
able to keep track of repair 
and maintenance records 
for specific farm equipment 
and produce balance sheets, 
income statements and cash 
flow budgets. 

For many livestock 
operations, a good time 
to start keeping records 
is when the veterinarian 
comes to check the herd. 
Vets usually charge per 
head, so that data can 
help you develop a list of 
animals that need attention. 
You can use the same data 
to develop health histories 
of your animals, which 
will lead to more informed 
exams and diagnosis in the 
future. 

Make record keeping a 
team effort for your family. 
Sit down and work on the 
records and budget together. 
Perhaps one person can 
read the information while 
another person types it 
into the software program 
or writes it in the ledger 
book. Also, if you do a little 
bit each day and don’t save 
it all up for the end of the 
year, you won’t become 
overwhelmed. 

If you’ve done the work 
throughout the year, year- 
end procedures can feel 
more satisfying. You can 
generate year-end reports 
with a few simple clicks and 
not have to sort through 
stacks of bills lying around 
the home or office.

Environment’s Department 
of Agricultural Economics 
has several tools online that 
could help with budgeting 
and decision making.

Senator Robinson’s 2014 Year in Review 


As another year draws to 
a close, I wanted to reflect 
on the events of 2014 and 
bring my constituents up- 
to-date on a number of 
issues Kentucky will face in 
the New Year.

But the 
beauty is that there is always 
another session. 

One of the most significant 
accomplishments of the 
2014 session was passing a 
fiscally responsible budget 
with less debt ratio and 
structural imbalance than 
those proposed by the 
House of Representatives 
and the governor. We also 
passed important health- 
related measures that will 
have positive effects on the 
well-being and medical 
needs of our citizens. 

We banned the sale of 
e-cigarettes to our minors 
and created an adult abuse 
registry for the safety of 
our adults in assisted living. 
Additionally, we made 
medication more accessible 
by relaxing red tape for 
physician assistants and 
our nurse practitioners, and 
making eye drops that treat 
glaucoma more available for 
children in child care and 


school. The compassion 
for Kentuckians and the 
access to needed services 
was obvious throughout the 
session and we rose to the 
occasion on those matters. 

Education benefited 
from the session as well, 
as funding for our public 
schools was increased 
and educator salaries 
also were increased. We 
also expanded preschool, 
increased per-pupil 

funding for elementary 
and secondary schools, 
and authorized capital 
construction projects on 
many college campuses 
across the state. 

Upon completion 

of the 2014 session, I 
was back and forth to 
Frankfort throughout the 
summer, where I attended 
interim joint committee 
meetings on State and 
Local Governments, 

Transportation, Banking 
and Insurance, and 

Veterans, Military Affairs, 

and Public Protection. 

Throughout these 

committee meetings, we 
heard from Transportation 
officials about new 

legislation that went into 
effect this year; witnessed 
a report from the State 
Auditor on the startling 
deficiencies of the Bluegrass 
Area Development District 
(ADD); heard testimony 
from the Kentucky 
Employee Retirement 
Systems (KERS) about 

their litigation with Seven 
Counties Services, an 
organization under the 


state retirement system; 
were given an update from 
Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock and staff 
on the progress of the 
Kentucky Automobile 
Vehicle Information System 
(KAVIS); and heard from 
some of my fellow veterans 
in the state who are seeking 
a new veteran’s center in 
Bowling Green. 

With the autumn season 
we saw another election 
cycle that proved successful 
for the majority caucus in 
the State Senate. Our caucus 
extended its majority 
leadership by two seats and 
welcomed six new members 
to the caucus as four past 
members either retired or 
were replaced. 

In December I was 
honored to be appointed 
Chairman of the Senate 
Veterans, Military Affairs, 
and Public Protection 
Committee by the Senate 
Majority Caucus. Also in 
December, we had our 
caucus retreat in Owensboro 
where we focused on some 
of the top issues facing the 
Commonwealth in the 
upcoming session. 

One of our main 
takeaways from the retreat 
was a theme that we plan 
to execute throughout the 
upcoming session which is 
to “Create Kentucky jobs 
and strengthen Kentucky 
families.” It is imperative 
that we continue to fight for 
Kentucky’s businesses, help 
them compete in a global 
economy, and to pursue the 
best interests of Kentucky

As my silvery locks were falling to the 
kitchen floor, our grandson Todd was 
watching intently while Bonnie was cutting 
my hair. There were not many silvery locks 
falling. Long ago I had reached the plateau 
of baldness that my father described this 
way, “Im finally able to comb my hair with 
a washcloth.” Bonnie took on the task of 
trimming my hair and beard over 20 years 
ago when my barber passed away. She is a 
very skilled barber and beautician—self 
taught. She even trims her own hair. How, I 
do not know. Perhaps those eyes in the back 
of her head are a help. After Bonnie had 
finished, I asked 6-year-old Todd, “Is Pap- 
paw pretty now?” 

Todd hesitated as he tried to find the right 
words. He slowly answered, “I don’t think 
so Pappaw.” 

Children are much too honest! 

Bonnie has had more than her share of 
childrens honesty too. Bonnies mother, 
Beulah Kearns, was a resident at a nursing 
home in Berea. Beulah had suffered some 
severe heart ailments, but the Alzheimer’s 
was her greatest challenge as well as ours. 
Our granddaughter, DeLainey, was only 4 
years old when she accompanied us on one 
of our frequent visits. £ Boo,’ as the children 
called her, was always happy to see her great 
grandchildren. Boo asked DeLainey how 
old she was. DeLainey politely answered, 
“I’m 4 years old Boo.” In a few minutes Boo 
asked again how old she was. DeLainey 
again replied, “I’m 4 Granny Boo.” Within 
5 minutes Boo again asked DeLainey how 
old she was. DeLainey did not understand 
about Beulah’s short term memory condi¬ 
tion and was getting irritated. She again an¬ 
swered, “Boo, I told you already. I’m 4 years 
old!” When we got home Bonnie tried to 
explain to DeLainey that Boo was very old 
and could not remember well. DeLainey 
looked at Bonnie and said, “You are old too 
Mammaw.” Bonnie asked Delainey what 
made her think that. DeLainey answered 
with far too much honesty, “Because your 
face is crumbly.” 

DeLainey accompanied us on another out¬ 
ing when we happened to be pulling my big 
trailer. We were delivering a couple loads of 
firewood near Richmond. Our route to take 
DeLainey home included going through 
the tunnel under 1-75 from Colonel Road 
to old US 25. The grandkids always liked it 
when I honked the truck horn in the tunnel. 
As we passed through the tunnel DeLainey 
was intently looking out the back window 
of the truck. Once we cleared the tunnel 
she announced, “The trailer made it too, 
Pappaw!” Apparently she had her doubts 
about that big trailer being able to squeeze 
through that narrow tunnel. Things look a 
lot bigger to you when you are small. To this 
day whenever Bonnie and I travel through 
that tunnel one of us will always say, “The 
trailer made it too, Pappaw.” The kid in me 
likes to honk the horn in the tunnel even if 
the children are not with us. 

On yet another excursion Bonnie and I 
were heading home, again with DeLain- 
ey in tow. It was a clear, dark night and a 
beautiful full moon appeared. We pointed 
it out to DeLainey. Further down the road 
after a couple changes in direction we again 
saw the moon. I said, “There’s the moon 
again DeLainey.” She looked out the back 
window expecting to see the moon be¬ 
hind us also. When she did not observe it 
she exclaimed, “I didn’t see that coming!” 


Delainey is in 5th grade now. Early in this 
school year Delainey’s teacher was explain¬ 
ing to the class that there would be a £ blood 
moon that night. That brought this com¬ 
ment, “Oh great, now the Zombies will be 
coming out!” 

Just when you think you are smarter than 
your grandkids they tend to remind you 
that you are not omnipotent. I was watching 
a movie on TV when the grandkids were 
visiting during the holidays about 10 years 
ago. The movie was “The Searchers” star¬ 
ring John Wayne. I personally think it was 
the best movie he ever made. During the 
scene where the Duke was killing the buffa¬ 
lo our grandson Todd was walking through 
the living room. Todd was only about 6 
years old at the time. I stopped him and 
said, “Todd, look at all the buffalo!” Todd 
studied the scene for about 10 seconds and 
replied, “Those are bison, Pappaw.” I said, 
“Excuse me for being so ignorant!” 

It’s irritating when whipper-snappers are 
right. I observed a quotation attributed to 
John Wayne posted on the wall of the Zax- 
by’s restaurant in Richmond. It stated, “Life 
is hard. Life is harder if you’re stupid.” 

Todd corrected me again when he was 
about the same age. We were having a fami¬ 
ly get together at Captain D’s in Richmond. 
After our meal, the old folks’ were lingering 
to talk and catch up on family news. I could 
see Todd was restless, so I took him outside 
to walk off his pent-up energy. Next door 
was a used car lot. I pointed out a vehicle to 
him and called it a tow truck. 

Wrong! He politely informed me that it 
was a rollback. I knew it was a rollback but 
did not think a 5-year-old had such an ex¬ 
tensive vocabulary. 

Since he no longer savors scaring his 
Mammaw, Todd has resorted to outwitting 
her. He has a lightning wit. One recent ex¬ 
ample is when I brought 6 scratch-off lot¬ 
tery tickets home. We usually let the grand¬ 
kids scratch one for us. Bonnie asked Todd 
which one he wanted. He answered, “I’ll 
take the seventh one. Bonnie counted to 
6 before she realized she had been tricked. 
Her reply was, “You little Imp!” Todd la¬ 
beled Bonnie the £ Mayo Mammaw’. You’ll 
have to ask Bonnie to explain that title. She 
was given a sampler jar of mayo at her last 
birthday. 

Todd emblazoned his Aunt Deanna with 
her nickname when he was only about 2 
years old. Deanna stepped into her sister’s 
home when Todd was standing nearby. 
Deanna said something rather foolish, and 
then extended her arms and added, “Well 
duh!” 

From that point in his life Todd has called 
her Duh or Aunt Duh. As his brother and 
sister came into this world, they were soon 
indoctrinated with Todd’s nickname for 
Deanna. About half the time Bonnie and I 
call her Aunt Duh also. The nickname has 
nothing to do with the fact that she is blond! 

I do not want to leave our grandson Tra¬ 
vis out of this story. Bonnie once asked him 
to go to the mailbox for her. After a short 
pause he asked, “What do you want me to 
do when I get there?” She said, “Get the 
mail for me Travis!” That may sound a bit 
dumb but Travis’ mind works through dif¬ 
ferent channels than most children. 

When he played in the band at Madison 
Middle School in Richmond he was one of 
only about 3 children who were able to read 
music. He seems to have a natural musical 


talent and plays the piano. Recently, he was 
playing with Bonnie’s iPad and kept ask¬ 
ing her some personal questions. It did not 
dawn on Bonnie what he was doing, until 
he announced, “You’re now on Facebook.” 
If things go haywire with her iPad Travis is 
the one Bonnie usually calls upon to fix it. 
I certainly do not know anything about it. 

Unlike Todd, Travis has not outgrown his 
pleasure of finding creative ways to scare 
his Mammaw (it doesn’t take much). 

Before Christmas our 5-year-old grand¬ 
daughter was talking to her Mammaw from 
her home in Waco, Texas via Facetime. 
During their visit Mammaw asked Emma 
what she wanted Santa to bring her. Emma 
replied with a short list of toys, but added, 
“And I want my Mammaw and my fami¬ 
ly.” As Deanna and Danny were driving to 
Kentucky this Christmas they decided to 
stop for the night in Arkansas. They got a 
late start and were too tired to drive straight 
through to our house this time. Emma ob¬ 
jected when they pulled into a motel park¬ 
ing lot. She said, “I do not want to stay at 
a 'hotel house’. I want to go to Mammaw’s 
house!” Emma coined the name 'hotel 
house’ when she was younger. She has all of 
us using that term now. 

It is not just the things that the grand¬ 
children say and do that are memorable to 
Bonnie and me. Our children have chimed 
in a few unforgettable memories over the 
years. The Buckeye children, Anna Marie 
and David Bryan, have created a treasure 
trove of memories for me. On their first 
summer visit when I was living in Greece, 
Marie and Bryan soon learned the value of 
the local currency. The Greek currency was 
called 'drachma, but Marie and Bryan were 
use to the term 'dollars’ Once they found 
out that they could buy candy at the cor¬ 
ner kiosk they would often ask me for some 
'drach-lars’. It was amazing how quickly my 
children and the local neighborhood Greek 
children were able to communicate and 
play ball together by using a universal chil¬ 
dren’s dialect. 

On a visit to Witt Springs after Marie was 
able to read she noticed the sign after we 
crossed Drowning Creek on KY 52. She 
proudly said, “We are in 'E-still’ Coun¬ 
ty now.” I corrected her by telling her, “It 
is pronounced 'Es-til”. Don’t say 'E-still’ or 
they will think you are a Yankee. I also in¬ 
formed them as to the proper pronuncia¬ 
tion of Irvine. 

A family-shattering divorce in 1979 pro¬ 
vided the motivation for me to take off to 


see the world—starting with Greece. Some¬ 
thing my 85-year-old Grandpa Eltzroth 
once told me during a visit also helped to 
influence me. He was sitting in his rocking 
chair and chewing his Beech Nut tobacco 
(he called it spit-quick-or-die’) with his 
spittoon in close proximity. He gave me this 
advice, “Jerry, if you’re going to do anything, 
you better do it when you’re young because 
you won’t be able to do it when you’re old. 
I’ve got more money now than I ever had 
in my life, but what good is it to me. I can 
hardly get out of this rocking chair.” 

I was tired of the divorce, my business and 
many other aspects of my Dayton, Ohio 
life. I sold nearly everything I owned and 
was ready to leave for Athens, Greece. It 
was going to be difficult to leave my chil¬ 
dren. Explaining to them that we would 
have a much different relationship was not 
something I relished. I began by telling 
them I was going to be living in a foreign 
country that was 5,000 miles away. I added 
that we would not be able to see one anoth¬ 
er every other weekend, but we could talk 
on the phone, write to one another, and I 
would have them stay with me most of the 
summer in Greece. After my little speech 
I wondered if my 7-year-old daughter 
and my 6-year-old son understood. Bryan 
spoke first and asked, “Dad, have we ever 
been to a foreign country?” Before I could 
answer, Marie quickly informed her broth¬ 
er, “Of course we have Bryan! We’ve been to 
Kentucky!” Enough said. 

Underestimating my grandchildren’s in¬ 
telligence seems to be one of my recurring 
gaffes. I tend to have the mind set of my 
Grandpa Dickerson who once said to me 
and my siblings, “Do you reckon you kids 
will ever amount to anything?” But as Al¬ 
exander Pope wrote, “Hope springs eternal 
in the human breast.” In their own way our 
grandchildren will plow their own furrows 
in this 'Brave New World’ being forced 
upon all of us. 

The above memories have flooded to the 
forefront since we have been inundated 
with family this past holiday season. Bon¬ 
nie and I are blessed that our children and 
grandchildren are all healthy and have no 
serious life threatening or chronic ailments. 
The above memories are intertwined with 
several generations of our family. Perhaps 
one day one or more members of the family 
that follow us will share life stories of their 
own and speak fondly of Mammaw and 
Pappaw.

If you’re among the 88 percent of 
Americans who fail to achieve their 
New Year’s resolutions each year, au¬ 
thors Dan Britton, Jimmy Page, and 
Jon Gordon offer a simpler alterna¬ 
tive with a much higher success rate: 
Choose One Word for 2015. Here, 
they explain the process and why it 
works. 

We all have good intentions when we 
make New Year’s resolutions, but fully 
88 percent of us fail to achieve them. 
That’s because in our enthusiasm to 
make positive changes, we take on too 
much. We simply don’t have enough 
time, energy, and mental bandwidth 
to keep up with multiple resolutions 
in the midst of our hectic, stressful 
lives. And by February or March, our 
unsustainable resolutions are ancient 
history. 

That’s why, as another January 1st 
looms on the calendar, Dan Britton, 
Jimmy Page, and Jon Gordon sug¬ 
gest radically reducing your resolu¬ 
tions—not just to one goal, but to one 
WORD. 

“This year, choose a single 
Word that will give meaning, 
focus, and purpose to your 
life,” says Britton, coauthor 
along with Page and Gor¬ 
don of One Word That Will 
Change Your Life, Expanded 
Edition (Wiley, 2013, 978-1- 
118-80942-6, $20.00, www. 
getoneword.com). “No mat¬ 
ter how busy or stressed you 
are, or how many distractions 
and obligations are fighting 
for your attention, it’s easy to 
remember One Word—and 
believe it or not, One Word 
has the power to impact your 
life so much more than a 
laundry list of resolutions.” 

Britton and Page have been choosing 
and living by One Word for almost 20 
years. Along with Gordon, they have 
shared the process with numerous au¬ 
diences, schools, companies, and even 
professional sports teams, with great 


success. 


most important to me, more strate¬ 
gic professional connections, a more 
intimate connection with God, and 
opportunities to intentionally bring 
people together.” 

“Jon’s One Word for 2014 was ‘Serve,’ 
which inspired him to approach his 
work and family with a servant’s heart 
and to put others’ needs before his 
own,” Britton adds. “And mine was 
‘One.’ Unfortunately, leaders often fo¬ 
cus on how many they are impacting 
instead of on how they are impacting 
each individual. My Word reminded 
me that great leaders care about each 
person and invest in ONE relation¬ 
ship at a time.” 

Here, Britton, Page, and Gordon ex¬ 
plain how to go about picking your 


One Word for 2015—and why this 
trimmed-down New Year’s resolution 
works so well: Put some thought into 
it. 

It’s not unusual to choose spur-of- 
the-moment New Year’s resolutions 
as the ball drops in Times Square. Or 
maybe you just recycle the same reso¬ 
lutions every year: Lose weight! Save 
more money! Spend more time with 
the kids! Whatever your usual strat¬ 
egy is, you need to put a little more 
thought into your One Word if you 
want it to “work.” 

“Make time for reflection, introspec¬ 
tion, meditation, and prayer when 
considering what you want your One 
Word to be,” advises Britton. “Think 
about all the positive changes you’d 
like to see in your life, bad habits you’d 
like to break, and goals you have for 
yourself. Look inward and ask import¬ 
ant questions like, What do I need? 
What do I want? What is in the way? 
What do I need to focus on? Then see 
if any common values or themes—or 
specific Words—bubble up.” 



“Your One Word represents the es¬ 
sence of what you want to accom¬ 
plish during the year, but instead of 
burdening you with a list of tasks to 
do, it keeps you focused on an overar¬ 
ching concept of how to be,” Gordon 
explains. “No matter what slings and 
arrows life throws your way, your One 
Word can endure and adapt.” 

To give you a sense of what the One 
Word process looks like in action, 
Page shares that his One Word for the 
past year has been “Connect.” 

“I was increasingly concerned about 
the pace of life and its potential to rob 
me of significant relationships,” he 
explains. “This Word has resulted in 
better connections with those who are 


• Listen to your intuition. 

While it’s important to think seri¬ 
ously about your One Word, don’t 
overthink it, either. The point isn’t 
to make your One Word impressive 
or extraordinary; instead, it should 
be influential and impactful for you. 
Sometimes, your inner wisdom, not 
your brain, knows best what that 
Word should be. 

“A few years ago, I absolutely couldn’t 
decide whether I wanted my One 
Word to be ‘Surrender’ or ‘Enjoy,’” 
Gordon shares. “While jumping into 
the ocean on New Year’s Day, which 
I do every year, I felt a sharp pain in 
my knee and had trouble walking out 
of the surf. I thought to myself, Not a 
great way to start the year—maybe I’m 
pushing myself too hard. As I reached 
the shore, I heard the Word ‘Surren¬ 
der’ loud and clear. My intuition had 
spoken, and I listened. I knew it was 
my Word for that year.” 

Figure out what your One Word 
looks like in real life. Once you’ve 
discovered your One Word, consid¬ 
er what it might look like in practice 
and visualize it impacting your life. 
Be open-minded and push yourself 
to think beyond the Word’s obvious 
definition. 

While you may have intended your 
One Word to apply to a specific area 
of your life, chances are, its sphere 
of positive influence is much wider,” 
explains Page. “For example, if your 
Word is ‘Invest,’ it might prompt you 
not only to be a good steward of your 
money, but to invest more emotion¬ 
al capital in your family and to in¬ 
vest some time in your professional 
growth.” 


• Create a visual reminder. 

If you keep your One Word in front 
of you, it will stay at the forefront of 
your mind where it can guide your 
attitude and actions. Your reminder 
could be as simple as a sticky note on 
the bathroom mirror or refrigerator, 
or you could put more time and effort 
into it. 

“Over the years, my coauthors and 
I have seen people get really creative 
with depicting their One Words,” says 
Britton. “Some people have depicted 
their Word in jewelry. We know of 
corporate teams who each write their 
Word on wooden spoons that they 
take back to their desks. And every 
New Year’s Eve, my family and I paint 
our Words on small canvases and 
hang them on a wall of our home.” 

• Consider enlisting support. 

Doing the One Word process with 

people who care about you can be fun, 
meaningful, and mutually beneficial. 
Consider brainstorming and sharing 
your Word with your family, friends, 
maybe even your team at work. 

“Imagine the impact if ev¬ 
eryone in your family or team 
helped each other live their 
Words,” Gordon suggests. “My 
wife, son, daughter, and I share 
our Words with each other ev¬ 
ery year. It’s inspiring to see 
the Word everyone chooses 
and how it shapes their lives 
throughout the year.” 

• Record your Word in action. 

It’s not a requirement, of 
course, but Britton, Page, and 
Gordon suggest keeping a re¬ 
cord of how your One Word 
influences your life throughout 
the year, perhaps in the form 
of a journal or blog. Write about how 
your Word guides your decisions, 
shifts your priorities, and influences 
your perspective. 

“And at the end of the year, it’s help¬ 
ful to perform a One Word review,” 
notes Page. “Consider the past 365 
days and ask yourself, How has my life 
changed because of my One Word? 
What lessons did it teach me this 
year? What blessings did it bring into 
my life? What challenges did it enable 
me to overcome? Even though I’ve 
been living by the One Word process 
for almost two decades, I’m always 
surprised by how much my Word has 
impacted my life when I look back 
on the previous year. And it’s nice to 
have a record of how my Words have 
helped me grow, achieve, and learn.” 

“So, why not simplify things this year 
by choosing One Word instead of a 
laundry list of resolutions?” asks Brit¬ 
ton. “One Word sticks. It’s straightfor¬ 
ward. It doesn’t leave room for confu¬ 
sion or excuses.” 

And most importantly, One Word 
gives you meaning and a mission 
throughout the year,” concludes Page. 
“It’s easy to make One Word a part of 
your life—and that Word can change 
your life.”

Taylor Young and Sarah Barnes each 
provided a defensive spark for the Lady 
Engineers as well. 

Estill faces off against district opponent 
Owsley County at home on Jan. 9 at 6 p.m., 
and follows that up with a home game against 
Morgan County on Jan. 10 at 7:30 p.m.
